ſaid, and the Inhabitants of the ſame, and their 
Predeceſſors, have had and held divers Liberties, 
Franchiſes, Privileges, and Immunities, from the 
Donations and Conceſſions of divers our Progenitors 
.and Anceſtors, late Kings and Queens of England. 


AND WHEREAS it has been humbly beſought of 
us, that we would vouchſafe to ratify, approve, 
and confirm all and ſingular the aforeſaid Grants, 
Charters, and Letters Patent of all or any our 
Progenitors and Anceſtors, to the ſame Mayor, 
Bailiffs, and Burgeſſes, and their Predeceſſorb, by 
any Name or Names of Incorporation made and 
granted, and whether ſuch Mayor, Bailiffs, and 
Burgeſſes are now a Corporation or not, with

Know YE, that we, moſt earneſtly deſiring the 
Benefit, Advantage, Proſperity, Augmentation, 
and Amendment of the Town aforeſaid, and alſo 
the good State and Government of the ſame, and 
being willing that from henceforth, for ever, one 
certain and undoubted Manner and Form may be 
continually had in the ſame Town and Place afore- 
ſaid for the keeping of Peace and the good Rule 
and Government of the People there ; and that 
our Peace and other Acts of Juſtice there may be 
without further Delay obſerved, of our ſpecial 
Grace and our certain Knowledge and mere Motion, 
have willed, ordained, appointed, granted, ratified, 
confirmed and declared, and by theſe Preſents, for 
ourſelves, our Heirs, and Succeſſors, do will, ordain, 
appoint, grant, ratify, confirm, and declare, that
